Mutiny in the mioetB* camp, a murder 
in tbo deputise ranks, BUng of criminal 
and civil suita against the DeArmitta 
and the hearing of the injunction case 
against President Dolan and others kept 
both sides to the struggle busy and on 
the quivive all day long. 


The hearing in the injunction case be* 


tween Judges Stow and Collier wan per- 
haps one of the most important and in* 
terestiog ever held in the federal court. 
It was & hearing in which both capital 
and the rights of labor were in to roe ted. 
and the decision is expected to have a 
telling effect on the conduct of the great 
coal miners' strike, which has been on 
since July 5th. 


From the testimony adduced and from 


the expressions of the court it can be 
eafely said that there will be eomo eur- 
priaee. That the injunction will be 
materially modified there can be no 
doubt, which on its face would indicate 
a victory for the strikers. The prelim- 
inary decree baa been continued pend- 
ing a consultation of the judges, and an 
opinion will probably be handed down 
by noon tomorrow.

BEET LAND 
COLONY. 


Arrangements Closed to Cultivate 


Ten Thousand Acr'es. 


SAN FIUNCIBCO, August 16.—Arrange- 


ments have closed today for tbe coloni- 
:ation of beet lands on an extensive 
scale in Monterey county of this state 
under the management of the German 
Colonization Association of California. 
The land consists of over 10,000 acrea, 
located in the Salinas Valley. Glaus 
Spreckele, who represents the sugar fac- 
tory at Salinas, the largest in the world, 
as well ae the factory at Wateonville of 
tbia state, has entered tnto a contract by 
which be agreea to take all the beeta 
that may be raised by the colonists. It 
is understood that the price to be paid 
for the beets is at the rate of $4 pur ton.

Los ASUKI.KS, August 10.—George Wal- 


ters, aged no years, this morning at 
Long Beach shot and slightly wounded 
his wife and then turned the weapon 
upon himself. Tbe ballet entered his 
right temple and will result fatally. 
The tragedy was the result of Walter's 
doubt of bis wife's fidelity. 
Walters wae employed as coachman in 


this city, and hifl wife and two daugh- 
ters hftva lor several wouks boon stop- 
ping at Long Beach. Walters learned 
that bis wife was often seen in the com- 
pany of a colored man named M in ton, 
and he wont to Long Beach this morn- 
ing to investigate the report. He up- 
braided hia wife, a quarrel ensued and, 
having worked himself into a frenzy, 
be determined to kill her and then him- 
self. He shot at her twice, one bullet 
taking effect in her mouth and cutting 
a pieco from her tongue. Walters then 
fired a. bullet into his own head, inllict- 
inR a fatal wound. 
Mrs. Walters' 


wounds aro not regarded ae dangerous. 


Miners in Pennsylvania Strike. 
UAZKLTOH, Pa., August 10.—Twenty- 


five hundred miners of tbo Lehigh and 
Wilkes Uarre collieries, in tbe Honey- 
brook diatrict, went on strike this morn- 
ing and at a meeting tonight they 
resolved in a body to atand together. 
This ia the first defection among the 
miners of Eastern Pennsylvania. Apart 
from thn wage question, tbo men de- 
mand the transfer of Superintendent 
Jones, and tbe fueling against him ia so 
etrong that he has his house guarded 
day and night. Ollicialfl of the company 
came hero from Wilkea Barro and New 
York and looked over the ground. They 
stated that they were not authorized as 
yet to say how the directors would meet 
the demand of the men. 


VBHOAUA, August 10.—About L'OO per- 


sons wore present at tbo trial ot tlio aa- 
aaBein o£ Premier Canovaa. Tlio vicin- 
ity of the prison wee almost deserted, 
the public being apparently indifferent 
in view of the certainty that the death 
penalty would follow the courttnartml. 


Angilillo, heavily manacled, eat be- 


tween two gendarmes and immediately 
in front of hie judges. On a table near 
by lay his revolver and other material 
evidences of the crime. The president 
of tbe court read the declarations of sev- 
eral witnesses, after which the written 
statement of the priaoner was reed by 
tho clerk of the court, Angilillo, in the 
course of tbe statement, said that he 
left 1'oggia in October, 1895, and went 
to Marseilles and Barcelona, where he 
took the name of .Tose Santcs. He at 
tirat had no thought of becoming an an- 
archiet, but while at Oorriuiana he be- 
gan to be interested in anarchist doc- 
trines. He then returned to Maraelltas 
nnd after his expulsion from tbe city he 
went to Belgium and London, where he 
spent most of hifl time in the society of 
anarchists. 
When tho execution took place at 


Barcelona on May -1th of five of the 
anarchists convicted of participation in 
the bomb outrage at the feast of Corpus 
Ohrieti, bo conceived the idea oi assas- 
sinating Oanovas. 


Without seeking an accomplice lie 


proceeded to where Canovaa waa and 
carried out tbe resolution. 


Anglollo went on to say that the 


nassion for vengeance led him to commit 
the crime. 
As he was unacquainted 


with the manufacture of explosives, he 
used the revolver. 


Harry Robbe was brought over from 


Sauger yesterday by Constable Irvine 
and lodged in tbo county jail on a 
charge of threatening bodily harm, 
tha accusation being preferred by hie 
wife. Justice Oumminga, in whose court 
the warrant was sworn out, fixed tho 
prisoner's bail at $250. He was unable 
to furnish this amount and was com- 
mitted to tbe county bastile ponding 
his examination, which was set for the 
22nd instant. 


Tbe troubles of Robbe and his wife 


make up a remarkable story, and were 
they wealthy and prominent they would 
outihine the firadburya. Mrs. Robbe 
is a pretty girl wife, and is only 17 rears 
of age, Robbe IB a blacksmith by trade, 
but of late he has been employed by the 
Valley road in building fences along its 
track. They were married three months 
ago, the mother of the bride giving her 
consent only after she saw that her 
daughter was determined 
to marry 


Robbe. 
They lived together for about a month, 


when Mrs. Hobbe eloped one afturnoo/i 
with her husband's brother, Jeff Kobbe, 
who is aleo a blacksmith. It eeema that 
tbe brothers had been rivals in tho 
courtship with tbe girl, but Harry camo 
out winner. Hut after tho marring 
Mrs. Ltobbu became ill, and Harry, who 
bad to bo at hia wurU during tliu day, 
very foolishly employed Jeff to stay at 
the" house and attend his wife. Tbo 
young wife aud hor husband's brother 
and former rival, passed the bourn very 
pleasantly together, and they foil fur- 
ther in love with each other. The un- 
fluapecting husband did not think his 
brotliBr nor his wifn wore capable of 
inch unfftithfulueaH and nover dreamed 
of wluvt was goiug on. 
One line afternoon in tlio luttnr part 


of Juno Mrs. liobbo recovered suddenly 
from her illness and eloped with her 
husband's brother. They hired a team 
and drove to Collie, where in tbe even- 
ing they took the traiu to LOB Banos. 
There they stopped at a hotel togothar, 
registering as man and wife. 


The injured husband stormed about, 


making vain attempts to lount« the run- 
away couple. Ho induced hia wife's 
mother to swear out a warrant in Justice 
Austin's count for the arrest of bis 
brother on a charge of abducting tho 
wife for immoral purposes. After a few 
days tho olliccre succeeded in locating 
the elopers at Loa BanOB, and brought 
them back to thin city. 
Mrs. Robbe refueed to go back to her 


husband, declaring that she loved ins 
brother and would go to jail with him 
But tbe ollicer would not grant her thi 
privilege as be had no warrant for her 
She had no place to go, and being with- 
out funds she was compelled to accom 
pany her mother home, where hor hus- 
band was awaiting her. The mother 
sided with her 
eon-ln-law.

DISBARMENT 
PROCEEDINGS. 


A. B. Bowers Files Charges Against 


Attorney Boone. 


SAN FitAscisco, August ll>.—Alphonao 


B. Bowers, the plaintiff m tbo famous 
dredger cases recently decided in hie 
favor by the federal courts, created a de- 
cided sensation today by filing a petition 
in the United States circuit court for 
the disbarment of John L. Boone, tbe 
well-known patent attorney, and charg- 
ing him with unprofessional conduct. 
He alleges in his petition that after 
withdrawing from tbe employment of 
Bowers, who bad been fighting for hifl 
rights for nine long years, Boone offered 
bis services to the defendent in a suit 
brought by Bowers in Illinois, and inti- 
mated that the decree in Bowers' favor 
in tbo Von Schmidt caee was procured 
by fraud and could not stand. Mr. 
Boone claims that when Bowers released 
him he signed a document permitting 
him to accept a retainer from any one 
and absolving him from all duties under 
hia contract with Bowers. Ho also inti- 
mates that Bowers is not responsible,: 
years of litigation having tended to un- 
hinge his mind.

fresh drop in silver to l.-ll, and in some 
:aeeB 1.40 was aabed. Bankers were in 
doubt as to what rate to make in view of 
tbe condition of the silver market. 
Dealing were nominal. Exchange on 
London went to 21.'£ ponce, the lowest 
on record,nnd implying for this govern- 
ment in meeting the interest on its 
sterling debt a loss at tho rate of $2,* 
000,000 per annum. The government 
can meet the loss by economies and 
using the surplus funds, but bankers 
here say something must be done and 
tho debt should pay a lower rate of in- 
terest than G per cent, and aleo that 
Mexico is entitled to relief in view of 
the punctual payment of her gold inter- 
est under trying circumstances. It is 
not to ba denied that a very anxioue 
sentiment prevails, as the people have 
come to expect a still further decline in 
the value of silver, and many predict it 
will bo forced to a point where the dol- 
law will be worth 30 cents in gold.
